(a.) When proceedings shall be commenced in the Civil Bill Court after 
the 1st day of February, 1883, all applications to the Land Commission to 
transfer such proceedings from the Civil Bill Court to the Land Commission 
shall be made within one fortnight after the date on which the Originating 
Notice shall have been served on the party making the application, unless on 
special grounds the Court shall otherwise direct. 

(6.) Notice of such application shall be given to the Clerk of the Peace, 
and to the opposite pai'ty, and also to the Land Commission. The Notice 
served on the Land Commission shall bear an endorsement stating the date 
and mode of service on the opposite party. It may be in Form 46, and there 
shall be sent therewith to the Land Commission a copy of the Originating 
Notice, together with an affidavit stating that the application is not made for 
the purpose of delay. 

(c.) Cause against making such transfer, specifying grounds by reason of 
which such transfer would be unjust or unreasonable, may be shown within 
one fortnight after service of the notice of application to transfer on the person 
so showing cause, and may be in Form 47^, and such notice of showing cause 
shall be served within the time limited upon the opposite party, and also upon 
the Land Commission in the usual way, addi*essed to the Secretary and sent 
through the post. The notice of cause served on the Land Commission, shall 
bear an endorsement stating the date and mode of service on the opposite 
party. 

(c^.) If no causo is shown an order of transfer will be made as of course at 
the expiration of said period of one fortnight from service on the Land Com- 
mission of the notice of application to transfer, and a certified copy of such 
■order shall be sent to the Clerk of the Peace. 
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(e.) When cause is shown, tlie party applying for the transfer may, if so advised,, 
move to di.sallow the same. The cause shown will be allowed at the expiration 
of one fortnight from the date of service of the notice of cause upon the Land 
Commission, if no notice to disallow the cause has in the meantime been 
received, and a certificate shall be transmitted to the Clerk of the Peace 
accordingly. When cause is shown, and the party applying to transfer 
moves to have same disallowed, the Land Commission shall Imar and determine 
the application, and may impose on citlier party such terms as to the Court 
may appear just and reasonable. 

(f.) After notice of an application to transfer proceedings shall have been 
served on the Clerk of the Peace, he shall not list the case for hearing in the 
Civil Bill Court, or, if listed, the case shall not be proceeded with until the 
Clerk of the Peace shall have received from the Jlogistrar of the Land Com- 
mission a notification that the application has been refused, or that the cause 
shown against the transfer has been allowed. Orders 62, 138, 152, and 
153 shall cease to be in force as regards applications for such transfer as afore- 
said in the case of proceedings commenced in Civil Bill Courts after the 
1st day of February, 1883, but shall remain in force as regards all proceedings 
commenced before that date.

With every notice of application to transfer proceedings commenced after 
the 15th day of February, 1883, from the Civil Bill Court to the Laud Com- 
mission served on the Land Commisflioii there shall be transmitted a Certificate 
from the Clerk of tlie Peace, specifying the sitthig of the Civil BUI Court at 
which, if the transfer were not made, the case would be listed for trial. Such 
Certificate may bo in Form 76 ; and the Clerk of the Peace shall be bound tO' 
issue such Certifi,cate on the application of the jiarty requiring the same.
